In Englond ballet has onjoyed ‘many 
triumphs, whilo it has nevertholess experi- 
. enced sundry disdsters. There. waa great 
trouble, for instance, at Drury Lane Theatre 
in 1755, when Mr, Gartick’s Chinese Festival 
with. its French dancers was sternly, even 
savagely, condemned by the audience. . The 
Tanager was-ovorfond of. apanglea and-speo- 
-- tacles, or'inclined to over-estimate bis public's 
regard. for such matters, and a sharp but 
necessary lesson” was “read to -him upon 
‘that occasion.’ Then’ he was very obstinate, 
and insuch wise rdused. the British’ lion i 
ordinately. He would not withdraw the play 
from his stuge; proinptly the audience.deter- 
mined that no stage should :bo left him: upon 
which to represent either the Chinese’ Festi- 
‘val or anything else.
